The 
excess  of  births  over  deaths  is  60  as  against  46  for  1019 .  Eight 
illegitimate  births  were  registered  -  an  increase  of  7  over  the 

previous  year. 

DEATHS. 

There  were  95  deaths  compared  with  104  for  the  previous 
year  -  a  decrease  of  9,  the  rate  being  15.0  compared  with  14.8  for 
1919.  Eleven  of  the  deaths  occurred  outside  the  Township  of  persons

Twenty-one  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  were  registered, 
a  decrease  of  2  over  1919,  the  rate  being  135  per  1,000  births  com¬ 
pared  with  153  for  the  previous  year.  The  causes  of  death  were: 

pneumonia  5,  premature  birth  3,  convulsions  3,  tubercular  eningitif 

measles  2,  diarrhoea,  bronchitis,  whooping  cough,  acute  derma t 

congenital  debility  and  oth^r  causes  1  each. 

Our  high  infantile  death  rate  was  again  due  to  respiratory 
diseases  and  ante-natal  causes,  but  with  cur  Housing  Scheme  well 
advanced  I  hope  to  be  able  to  report  a  much  lower  death  rate  next 
year  as,  in  my  opinion,  mar;-  of  the  deaths  are  brought  about  by 
over-crowding  and  bad.  ventilation.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES  AND  DEATHS . 

Under  this  heading  60  cases  were  notified  showing  the  large 
decrease  of  86  over  1919  and  were  as  follows:  Diphtheria  and  Croup  4, 

erysipelas  12,  Scarlet  fever  26,  ophthalmia  neonatorum  1,  Malaria  1, 
Acute  pneumonia  and  influenzal  pneumonia  2,  pulmonary  tuberculosis  9, 
other  forms  of  tuberculosis  5,  The  deaths  from  ihfectious  diseases 
numbered  21  -  pulmonary  tuberculosis  accounted  for  6,  other  forms  of 
tuberculosis  5,  measles  5,  influenzal  pneumonia  1,  whooping  cough  2, 
diphtheria  1  and  erysipelas  1. 

Tho  Zymotic  Death  rate  is  1.23  compared  with  0.85  for  1919. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  reported 
during  the  year.

ENTERIC  FEVER . 

To  be  entirely  free  from  Enteric  Fever  during  the  whole  year
